sorghum was cut and carried to the 
hogs. They made better galns when 
allowed to graze it. Excellent gains 
were made when the julce was. ex- 
tracted and fed, but for thls purpose 
the price was worth but 1.8 cents a 
gallon. The expense of extracting the 
Julce prohibits its use. Jn every case 
sorghum was much inferlor.to the 
legumes, and since it left the lana 
poorer its use for hogs was discour- 
aged where Ieguiits could be grown.

The weeder is a very useful tool In 
the cultivation of potutoes when, prop- 
erlysused.

First Bye-Election Was Because Quaker Re-| 
fused Oath of Olfice—Marriage Relation and 
Negro Slavery Were Bible Problems : 





It vas at Kingstén that John 
Graves Simede, the first Lieutenant- 
Governor of Upper Canada, in the 
early part of the summer of 1792, or- 
ganized the first government of that 
province. From his temporary offices 
in a small low dwelling house on 
Queen strect, Kingston, and which is 
still standing, Simcoe ajfpointed his 
legislative councillors © and selected 
the members of the executive council 
or cabinct, divided the province into 
electoral districts, which were to fe- 
turn the members of the House “of 
Assembly, and issued the proclama- 
tion calling the elections, 

«The proclamation was: printed in 
Montreal by Fleury Mesplet, who was 
the first printer in this part of Can- 
ada, having bea brought to Mont- 
real from Philadelphia, in 1776, by 
Benjamin’ Franklin, when he came 
with the two other commissioners 
from Congress to win the Canadians 
to the side of the yevolution.

In an interview with Mr. Stew- 
art.in a recent nuinber of ‘Tho Graph- 
ic, the duties of a Public Trusteo are 
clearly set’ fortha~ Iw reply. to the 
question, ‘‘What & Publi Trustee 
really is?’ Mr. Stewart’ answers: 
“He is an. official guaranteed by 
the State, and capable of undertak- 
ing all duties of executor and trustee 
whether under a will or settlement, 
and for all classes of the community, 
whether rich or poor.’’ 

The Public Trustee Act came into 
force in England on Jan. Ist, 1903, 
largely owing to the fact that the 
public conscience had been shocked 
in recent years by the frauds com- 
mitted by persons who had trust 

Continuing the interview Mr. Stew- 
art goes on to xay regarding the Act: 
“It is quite in keeping with the mod- 
ern way of bringing up our young 
men and women witht the knowledge 
of what citizenship means for them, 
and what they are responsible for fo 
the State. I think it is evident that 
one of the most raluable things the 
State has lately given them is the 
Public Trustee, because in him they 
have secured an official, guaranteed 
by the State, and available to them 
for the protection of their property 
after death, one who will faithfully 
carry out their. wishes as to the ‘dis- 
position of it, And. more, provision 
is made for the protection of their 
oroperty. -during life should they de- 
sire, | They can make a settlement 
vither oh themselves or on others, ap- 
pointing the Public Trustee either 
assured that. the ters of the settle- 
ment will bo carried ont, Many have 
come to me—men>and women—who 
desire to he hot only assisted in the 
management of their property, but

A branch of the department is espe- 
cially provided for dealing with ‘the 
difficult and highly skilled” work of 
investment. 

The. Act under which the , 
Trustee is appointed provides that al- 
thought the department is to be self- 
supporting it is, not to be  profit- 
making, the intention” being that 


trusts are to be administered at cost} 


price. Tho fees are of two kinds, 
one on capital"and ope on income, 
the principle which underlies them 
being that the capital of tho estate 
which is preserved intact by the Pub- 
lic Trustee for the benefit of alb con- 
cerned may fairly be asked to pay 
some part of the fee, and that some 
contribution should also come from 
the person having the present benefit 
of enjoying the income produced ‘from 
the property co safeguarded and pro- 
tected, 

Mr. Stewart started out in 1908 
with a staff of five in four rooms, and 
he ndw finds a staff of 110 in twenty- 
seven rooms none too great. — The 
value of the business transacted by 
the department is now over “thirty 
millions sterling. 

In the second annual report by the 
Public Trustee it is pointed out that 
after providing for all expenses, the 
receipts of ‘the department for 1909 
exceeded the expenditure by £244. as 
compared with a deficit in 1908 of 
£3,271.

= Ke SKILLFUL SHOT. 


The Way:to Bring Down ah Overhead 
Incoming Bird. 

One of the cardinal rules of the old 
time shooting school cautioned the 
gunner “agaltist ever trying to stop an 
overhead inc x bird, but to wait 
until it had by and to the rear 
and then take chances on. what fs un- 
doubtedly the harder shot of the two. 

It is surprisingly how dificult it is 
for some sportsmen to successfully 
score on their incoming birds. Many 
who can seemingly cope with game in 
any other mode of filght will babitual- 
ly balk at:this shot and acknowledge 
thelr inability to make it, 

Yet once its principle is understood 
and the lesson learned the dropping 
of an overhead incomer is as casy as 
anything can well be. ‘The miss is al- 
ways ‘made bythe sportsman shoot- 
log under and behind the bird, and 
there fs but one way. in which the er- 
ror is to be ayolded. 3 

To make the shot the gunser should 
walt until the pird is about to pass 
over him, then, bringing up bis gup,* 
follow in from behind, cover the bird 
and swing in ahead of it and, main- 
talning the same fate of speed, press 
the trigger the Instant the bird fs hié- 
den bebind the barrels.” Do not stop 
the swing of tho'gun and he sure the 
bird shall “have disappeared from 
sight. If the shooter will obserre this 
tule he will be surprised how easily 
and inyarlably he will kill bis bird.—

WISHBONES. * 


On Their Shape Dependa the: Force of 
Birds’ Wing Strokes! 

Selentists call the “wishbone” the 
furcula, and it Js the union of what 
are in man two ¢ollar bones. These 
tecelre the brunt of the strokes of the 
wing that turn tho creature in its 
fight. 

Few of us appreciate the strength 
of the stroke of the bird's wiog. A 
swan has been known to break a 
man’s leg by a blow of its wing, a 
in like manner the wing beatings o 
the larger birds are dangerous if they 
strike the human head or face. If, 
therefore,'a large bird is in the habit 
of making sudden turns to right or 
feft in its fight it must be fitted with 
4 “wishbone” capable of withstanding 
tho great strain of the wing stroke on 
the one side when unaccompanied by 
action on the othe. 

For this reason we find in the eagle 
and birds of its class that turn quickly 
a furcula that is a perfect Roman 
arch, widely at. variance with tho . 


Gothle arch, which 1s the shape of the |

eagle’s furcula is everywhere equally 
strong and lacks those polnts of weak-

‘This 
was turned over to the Trusts & Guar- 
antee Co. by three checks and the 
notes upon which the money had been 
ndvanced’ by the trust company were 
then returned to the bank. This left 
the bank with $170,000, and the sub- 
scribers’ notes as its ‘original capital:

Sand Dunes That Resemble the Bil- 
lows ‘of the Oc: 
In Arabia there are 
ef sand dunes, one in thé ‘south, call- 
ed the Roba‘ el<Khali, and’ one in the 
north, “called ;Nafud. \ ‘The “southern 
desert. is entirely. unknown to Euro- 
peans, while the northern has 
crossed at one point by a few travel- 
ers. The edge of this great sandy waste 
is, I think, the. most impressive nat- 
ural. phenomenon I have. ever seen.

‘SCHOOL TEACHERS SCARCE 
DECLARES QUEBEC'S PREMIER 


Anarchist Hunt Reaches Canada—Value of Cana- 
dian Parole System—Canada’s Morgan Group 











(Exclisive Montreal News Letter.) 


MONTREAL, Jan, 23.—The dearth 
of school teachers, ever a live topic 
in the rural districts of the country, 
bids fair to become even’ more acute 
in the near future on account of the 
legislation foreshadowed by Sir Lomer 
Gouin at the opening of the Quebec 
Legislature concerning advancement 

on educational projects in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. Sir Lomer says that 
special inducements are to be offered 
for the engagement of male teachers 
by the different school boards, and 
that, in this way, he hopes to be able 
to see education in the country par- 
ishes equalgthat of the cities. At 
present as soon as a school teacher 
procures a diploma he or she invar- 
iably moves westward, Sir Tomer. 
says now that ke will have work for 
them to do near home, and that the 
expanding West must “look elsewhere 
for its supply.
